Rome in the 1st century A.D. was in the full glory of its 
power. Ruled by Nero, whose debauchery and tyran¬ 
nical cruelty have known no equal throughout history, 
the Imperial City was also witnessing the beginnings 
of a new religion of faith and hope and love that was 
slowly spreading through the Empire, replacing the 
pagan worship of the Romans. It was this decisive 
point in world history that novelist Sienkiewicz chose 
for his classic “Quo Vadis”—the story of the love of a 
victorious Roman warrior for a Christian slave girl. 

Marcus Vinicius, played by Robert Taylor, returns 
to Rome to receive the honors of a conqueror from his 
emperor. His uncle, Petronius, arranges for him to stay 
at the country house of retired general Aulus Plautius, 
and it is there that he sees Lygia, played by Deborah 
Kerr, the lovely slave who will henceforth dominate his 
life. Vinicius persuades Nero to assign Lygia to his 
custody, but it is not until Marcus accepts the new 
Christianity that Lygia and he can love each other. 
His conversion and the couple’s eventual escape to 
peace and a new life together come only after the har¬ 
rowing struggle to free themselves from the evil Nero. 
The burning of Rome and the subsequent attempts to 
blame the tragedy on the Christians, resulting in the 
torture and death of the martyrs in the great Circus of 
Nero, are vividly recreated on the screen. And it is as 
Peter flees the burning city that a vision of Christ ap¬ 
pears to him and he asks “Quo vadis, Domine?” 
(“Whither goest Thou, Lord?”) from which the pic¬ 
ture’s title is taken. The triumph of Marcus and Lygia 
and the birth of the Christian faith in the ruins of 
Rome bring forth a new spirit among mankind. 


The story behind the filming of “Quo Vadis” is en¬ 
tirely in keeping with the significance and the enor¬ 
mous scope of the screen story. Twelve years in the 
making, its production required the use of Europe’s 
largest motion picture studio and the services of 32,000 
actors and actresses. An entire section of ancient Rome 
was rebuilt, including the Circus Maximus, and later 
burned for the dramatic sequences. Costumes, props, 
animals, and musical instruments had to be authentic, 
and the task of assembling them from all parts of Eu¬ 
rope and Africa was the mightiest ever undertaken by 
a Hollywood studio. A cast that includes 250 speaking 
roles takes part in “Quo Vadis”, and thanks to this 
distinguished company and the meticulous direction 
of Mervyn LeRoy and Sam Zimbalist that guided the 
picture during six months of actual filming, M-G-M 
has achieved one of the important dramatic events in 
our culture. 

The task of preparing a score for “Quo Vadis” was 
no less imposing than were the problems relating to 
casting, set designing, and direction. Music played an 
important role in Nero’s life and in each of the pagan 
and Christian events in the story. But little is known 
and nothing extant of Roman music. The brilliant 
score recorded in this M-G-M RECORDS album was 
composed by Miklos Rozsa. Dr. Rozsa based some of 
the score on Greek, Jewish and other ancient sources. 
To add further authenticity to the music that accom¬ 
panies “Quo Vadis” Dr. Rozsa included in the or¬ 
chestra some of the ancient instruments that were 
heard by the Romans during the reign of Nero. 

Quo Vadis Prelude—The conflict that pervades the 
entire story of “Quo Vadis” is magnificently distilled 
in the musical prelude. In this short piece Roman mili¬ 
tary musicians are heard playing buccinas, ancient 
forerunners of the modern horn, while against the vic¬ 
torious might and energy of this music the strong spirit 
of the new Christianity is heard. The chorus sings the 
appeal to Christ, and once again the fanfare of pagan 
Rome interrupts 




Assyrian Dance—While Nero, with Poppaea and 
Seneca, watch from the Imperial dais, a voluptuous 
Assyrian girl dances for their diversion. The music, 
performed by woodwinds, is lively and uninhibited, 
suggestive of this oriental culture that Roman con¬ 
quests introduced in Rome. 

Lygia—Daughter of the Lygian king, the lovely Lygia 
has been brought up as a Christian by Plautius and his 
wife. The music for Lygia that recurs through the 
picture is the musical expression of her love for Marcus 
Vinicius and for her religion. The archaic phrases and 
modal harmonizations express Lygia’s purity, her 
nobility, and her abiding love. 

Roman Bacchanal—The Roman banquet reached in¬ 
credible proportions during Nero’s reign. Here the Em¬ 
peror’s court orchestra of percussion, flutes, and cith- 
aras reproduce in music the abandon and the fren¬ 
zied debauchery of the Romans paying tribute to the 
god of wine. Dr. Rozsa has employed fragments of in¬ 
strumental music from the second century A.D. in the 
characteristic H time of Greek music widely used in 
Rome. 

Siciliana Antica—Again the banquet hall is the scene 
of riotous celebration. The music that expresses this 
atmosphere is based on the oldest known Sicilian mel¬ 
ody and is of marked Arabian flavor. Bagpipes are 
heard in the course of the rhythmic piece, for it has 
been well established that this instrument, a favorite 
of Nero’s, was among those used in Rome and was 
introduced to the British Isles by Roman legions. 

Hymn of the Vestal Virgins—The music describes a 
pagan religious ceremony presided over by Roman 
priests in the presence of the six Vestal Virgins, honor¬ 
ing Marcus Vinicius and the Roman armies on their 
triumphant return. The chorus sings a hymn of thanks¬ 
giving for the harvest as the Vestals, keepers of the 
sacred hearth fire of the capital of the Empire, look on. 


Hail Nero, Triumphal March—The supreme moment 
in a Roman general’s life is the ceremony known as the 
Triumph. Marcus Vinicius rides proudly before his 
emperor as the procession of musicians, senators, sacri¬ 
ficial animals, prisoners and booty parade past the 
palace. The conqueror’s theme is played by Roman 
military instruments—salpinx, bucciana, aulos, drum 
and cymbal. The music expresses the glory and ar¬ 
rogance of Imperial Rome. 

Jesu, Lord—At a secret meeting of Christians in a 
quarry, St. Paul administers baptism while a priest 
intones the solemn melody of Jesu, Lord. The congre¬ 
gation responds in chant that takes the form used in 
early Christian liturgy. The melody is of Yemenite 
Jewish origin and eventually became a part of the 
Kyrie of the Christian Church. 

Chariot Chase—The Roman chariot, symbol of proud 
conquerors, plays a vivid role in “Quo Vadis” and is 
here musically described as the orchestra plays a swift, 
rumbling musical scene of chariots racing toward Rome. 

Invocation to Venus—The tragedy of Petronius, who 
discovers too late that his Emperor has betrayed him 
and the Roman people, is further emphasized by the 
love of Eunice for her master. As Petronius dies, 
Eunice is unable to bear the thought of their separa¬ 
tion and takes her own life to join him. The soft love 
song of Eunice is based on the music of Ode to Pindar 
discovered in Sicily in the 17th century and sung by 
Marina Berti. 

Petronius’ Meditation and Death—Petronius realizes 
too late that he has failed to take action against Nero. 
Once an able man, he has allowed himself to become a 
cynic and selfish onlooker, while Nero punishes the 
Christians for his own crime. The artistic qualities of 
Petronius’ nature and his essential nobility, as well as 
his knowledge of his inevitable death, may be heard 
in the music for this scene. 


Miracle—Finale—St. Peter, fleeing Rome, kneels and 
asks “Lord, whither goest Thou?” Christ replies, “I 
have come to Rome to be crucified again!” and Peter 
realizes that he has been ill advised to leave his fellow 
Christians, that he must return. His return to the 
arena lifts up the hearts of the martyrs, who praise 
Christ in His triumph over death. The question has 
been answered, and the voices of humanity sing a ju¬ 
bilant hymn to Christ the King. 

After fourteen years of writing music for the screen, 
a career that has won for him two coveted “Oscars,” 
Miklos Rozsa was given the enviable assignment of 
writing the musical score for “Quo Vadis.” *Dr. Rozsa 
was born in Budapest and graduated from the music 
conservatory of the University of Leipzig. He was per¬ 
suaded by director Jacques Feyder and Marlene 


Dietrich to do the score for Alexander Korda’s “Knight 
Without Armor,” and after that his career was clearly 
marked for him. Today Miklos Rozsa lives in Holly¬ 
wood and teaches a weekly class in film music at the 
University of Southern California in addition to his 
frequent assignments for M-G-M. For the score of 
“Quo Vadis” Miklos Rozsa composed the music in 
this country and then went to England where he se¬ 
lected the best musicians from the finest English or¬ 
chestras to record the music in this album. He chose 
the chorus of voices heard on these records and directed 
the entire musical score for the picture. The orchestra 
of seventy-five and a chorus of one hundred were 
recorded in England, while the filming of “Quo Vadis” 
was done in Italy, and later the entire production was 
assembled in Hollywood. Lyrics for the soloists and 
chorus were written by Hugh Gray.

Rome in the 1st century A.D. was in the full glory of its 
power. Ruled by Nero, whose debauchery and tyran¬ 
nical cruelty have known no equal throughout history, 
the Imperial City was also witnessing the beginnings 
of a new religion of faith and hope and love that was 
slowly spreading through the Empire, replacing the 
pagan worship of the Romans. It was this decisive 
point in world history that novelist Sienkiewicz chose 
for his classic “Quo Vadis”—the story of the love of a 
victorious Roman warrior for a Christian slave girl. 

Marcus Vinicius, played by Robert Taylor, returns 
to Rome to receive the honors of a conqueror from his 
emperor. His uncle, Petronius, arranges for him to stay 
at the country house of retired general Aulus Plautius, 
and it is there that he sees Lygia, played by Deborah 
Kerr, the lovely slave who will henceforth dominate his 
life. Vinicius persuades Nero to assign Lygia to his 
custody, but it is not until Marcus accepts the new 
Christianity that Lygia and he can love each other. 
His conversion and the couple’s eventual escape to 
peace and a new life together come only after the har¬ 
rowing struggle to free themselves from the evil Nero. 
The burning of Rome and the subsequent attempts to 
blame the tragedy on the Christians, resulting in the 
torture and death of the martyrs in the great Circus of 
Nero, are vividly recreated on the screen. And it is as 
Peter flees the burning city that a vision of Christ ap¬ 
pears to him and he asks “Quo vadis, Domine?” 
(“Whither goest Thou, Lord?”) from which the pic¬ 
ture’s title is taken. The triumph of Marcus and Lygia 
and the birth of the Christian faith in the ruins of 
Rome bring forth a new spirit among mankind. 


The story behind the filming of “Quo Vadis” is en¬ 
tirely in keeping with the significance and the enor¬ 
mous scope of the screen story. Twelve years in the 
making, its production required the use of Europe’s 
largest motion picture studio and the services of 32,000 
actors and actresses. An entire section of ancient Rome 
was rebuilt, including the Circus Maximus, and later 
burned for the dramatic sequences. Costumes, props, 
animals, and musical instruments had to be authentic, 
and the task of assembling them from all parts of Eu¬ 
rope and Africa was the mightiest ever undertaken by 
a Hollywood studio. A cast that includes 250 speaking 
roles takes part in “Quo Vadis”, and thanks to this 
distinguished company and the meticulous direction 
of Mervyn LeRoy and Sam Zimbalist that guided the 
picture during six months of actual filming, M-G-M 
has achieved one of the important dramatic events in 
our culture. 

The task of preparing a score for “Quo Vadis” was 
no less imposing than were the problems relating to 
casting, set designing, and direction. Music played an 
important role in Nero’s life and in each of the pagan 
and Christian events in the story. But little is known 
and nothing extant of Roman music. The brilliant 
score recorded in this M-G-M RECORDS album was 
composed by Miklos Rozsa.
